He had ſcarce 
been there one Month, but the Governor was informed, that a 
detachment of four thouſand Men, Horſe and Foot, were ſent 
out of Monſieur Catinat's Army, under the command oſ Monſieur 
de Fexquieres, Mareſchal de Camp of the French King's Forces, 
toi Con}, and it was believed the main Army would follow 
them on their Heels to form the Siege of it; the French flatter- 
ing themſelves to have as cheap a Bargain of this place, as they

then with the Governor did agree with him, that before they 
fed it to the Counſel of the Town, it would be to

ttt it was ſuch as ought to be expected from Men of Honour; 
and having ſent for them in the great Court of the Palace, ac- 
* with the Threatnings the Sieur de Feaquieres had 
made them, he told them, 7hat he was reſolved to give them a 
oy Example by his Behaviour as be had , and that 
himſelf bad = the Succours depart from his Royal Highnefi's 
' Army, on a Fourney be had made thither in 36 Hours; in à word, 
be knew ſo well how to perſwade them, that all his Captains 
1 — of which were much diſpleaſed for not having paid them 
ir Arrears) forgot their diſpleaſure anſwering their Com- 
- mander, Thaur they wonld follow him where-ever he ſhould lead 
them,. according to their former behaviour, that they were una- 
vimouſiy reſolved rather to die upon the ſpot , than, to betray 
.. their Truſt, or to fail in their Duty. The L. Colonel being 
raviſh'd to find them in ſo reſolute a diſpoſition, conducted them 
into the Governor's Chamber; telling him, that his whole Bat- 
talion was, as well as himſelf, reſolved to do their Duty, and 
that every one of them was full of Zeal for His Royal Highneſs's 
Service ; he added, that the Counce! of the Town, who in ſeveral 
Sieges had convinced their Sovereign of their Faithfulneſs and 
Loyalty, would undoubtedly give yet greater proofs of it on 
this occaſion, ſeeing themſelves encouraged by the French Re. 
fagees, who though they were aktogerher Srrangers, were ne- 
vertheleſs wiiling to Sacrifice t elves out s ts them. 
The Gever»or anſwered, that he was perſwaded of the 
and Zeal of the French Proteſtauts; and having ſemt for the whole 
Body of the Conncel of the Town, acquainted them with his and 
the Garriſons reſolution, and he heard with joy that their incli- 
nations were accordingly: Whereupon he delivered to them the 
Sieur de Feaquieres's Letter; which by his conſent they an-

There was ſent no Anſwer to this ſecond Letter. Every Bo- 
dy did only think on making a vigorous Defence, and to give 
the Exemy good Impreſſions of the /frength of the Place, as well 
as of the Bravery of the Defendents. The Body of the Zniver- 
fity was very anxious in difcovering the Sentiments of the Com- 
manders and the Troops; and fiadiog in them nothing but what 


and encouraged to forget nothing that might contribute to the 
Defence of the Place, and their Liberties. » 

The fame day the Governor thought fit to divide the Poſts, 
which, was done in this manner: To the Count de Provane Com- 
mendant was committed the Guard of the Gate of Turin, of the 
Baſtions of Notre Dame, of the Zorme de Carait, with the 
Gates of Succours that are in this Precinct; as alſo of the dem;- 
Baſt ions of I Orme, that are on the ſide of the River de Ger: The 
Vice-Commendant Vibau was to defend the Ba/tions of de I Hoſpi- 
tal of St. Francis and St. Ann, with the Gate of Succourt, to 
him was committed the Care of fending Ammunition to the ſeve- 
ral Magazines: The Commander of the Batallion of the French 
Refugees had the Guard of the To half Moons, the Place where 
the Cittadel was formerly, and where at preſent there is only 
a bad Glacis, a Counterſcarp, and a Covert-way, that goes from 
the Gate of Tarin as far as to the Baſtion of St. James, 
towards a dead * „ Which is called / Cittarelle,

The Troops were ſent each to their Poſts, where they 
continued always, becauſe there were none to relieve them. 
The Body of the Reſerve in the Place was very inconſi- 

derable. £ 

The Night between the 12th and the 13th was paſt with- 
out Allarm ; but our Muſqueteers fired convinually, to force 
the Enemy to begin their Approaches from afar o 

The 13th. between 10 and 11 a Clock before Noon, we 
ſaw the Enemy's Horſe, March towards us with great haſte, 
followed by ſome of their Foot, which made us believe that 
our Succours was 2 coming. Our Cannons, that were placed 
on that ſide playing upon them, made them March yet with 
greater precipitation, and killed ſome of their Horſe. The 
Governor ſent 200 Refugees, commanded by their Lievtenant- 
Colonel, out of the Place, to favour the entring of our Suc- 
court, in caſe they were upon their March; but it was ſound 
a miſtake. A little time after it two Deſerters came over to 
us, relating that the Sieur de Feuguieres had at the moſt but 
four thouſand Men with him, viz. three Regiments of Foor, 
and the reſt of Horſe and Dragoons, three pieces of Cannon, 
but no Mortar-pieces ; but that he expected a conſiderable 
re-inforcement from Monfieur  Catinat's Army, where there 
were but lately arrived eighteen Mortar-pieces and fifty three 
of Cannon; and that the Army that was coming to be- 
ſiege us was to conſiſt of between eight and nine thouſand 
Men. 
The x4th. two hours before Day-break, the Sieur de Fen: 
quzeres deſigu d to ſurprize a Poſt of the Cirradel ; to which 
purpoſe - he, commanded thither two Companies of ,Granas 
deers, who having made ſome 8 in mounting towards 
N a an 


=

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an old Breach, an Alarm was made, and five Soldiers with 
their Officer fired upon the Enemy, which they endured 
without ſaying one Word. The Engineers and ſome Officers 
were immediately called: The Governor ask'd what they had 
ſeen? Guibert ſaid they had feen no Body. The Governor 
anſwered, ſome Body muſt have been there, that it was no 
i luſion, and that he himſelf had heard a noiſe: Whereupon 
the place was re · inforced, and the Soldiers ordered to con- 
tinue their firing. In the Morning we diſcovered that the 

Enemy had endeavoured to make themſelves Maſters of this 
Pat, but that the great Fire which was made by our Men 

t them into a confuſion, and turn d ſeveral of 
them down into the River Gez ; for we found 12 Muſquets, 
ſome Hats, a Perriwig, a Sword, and two wounded Sol- 
diers, who inform'd us of the Enemies, ang that forty Gra- 
xadcershad been made uſeleſs on this occafion. 

The fame day Palliſadoes were ſet up on that place where 
the Enemy had mounted, and this was the only Artact they 
made during the Siege towards the Cittade/ ; we pull d down 
the Bridge of the Gate of Turin, which was no more opened, 
and we made uſe of the Gate of Succours that leads into the 
Cittadel ; ſome new Works were alſo ordered to be made that 
Day, and Lievtenant-Colonel de Julien poſted 2 detachment 
of the Refugees to cover the Workmey. 

Towards Night ſome Polanteers diſlodged a Guard of the 
Enemies Dragoons, that had poſted themſelves ngar the Ni- 
ver Ger, and the Night was paſt without Allarm. 

The. Governor was informed that Count de Berver that con- 
ducted our Succours, was deparred from Mondovi, and to- 
wards five a Clock at Night, N received advice that he 
was near the Place, he ſent out a detachment of three hun- 


dred Men, under the command. of Monſeur de Julien; and 
his orders were proclaimed through the whole Town, That 
all thoſe that were provided with a Horſe fhould mount on 
Horſeback, with their Arms, in order to meet our Szccowrs; 
which was punctually executed. The Commendant &&

Pronane poſted His Men fo advantageouſty , that he beat 
back the Enemy, who preſs'd our Sucebours with great vi- 
our. Count Berzez did confeſs, that without his Sally, the 
would have made a great flaughter a ſt his Men; 
we loſt only 14 of our Men, a Servant, and a nt, and 
ſeven or eight of them were killed by the Refugees, who took 
them for the Enemy; tis true, that the Peaſants of Afordov: 
ſuffered very much, 40 of them being kill d upon the ſpot, 
and ſeveral wounded; which was the reaſon that the Sieur 
de Feuquieres bragg d, that on this occaſion he had kill d 600 
Men of our Succours, that the reſt had hidden themſelves in 
the Wood, and entered during Night into the City, which 
is ſo far from Truth, that between ſix and ſeven a Clock 
at Night their Horſe were charged by our detachment, that 
f them to repaſs the River Gez with great precipitation 
and drforder ; and #fterwards the Engineer Guibert having 
given notice to the Commendant, that there was ſtil fome 
Ammunition left upon the Bridge de Sture, he made half a 
Tour to the Right with his Troop, who took it and carried 
it into the Place before Night. And in this manner the 
Count de Bernez entered into Con with the Succours. It was 
indeed one of the boldeft and happieſt Actions we have 
heard of theſe many years; and it cannot be denied, but 
that the Sirewr te Fenquieres had mightily forgot himſelf on 
this occafion, ſmce there was nothing eaſier than to deftroy 
this Succour, it being only compoſed of 280 of the Regi- 
-ment of 1 T9 Emperors Troops;) 130 Soldiers 
of the Regiment of Mirtemberg, (The King of Spain's Troops;) 
120 /talrans of the ſame Troops; and the Regiment of Sa- 
luſſes, conſiſting of 450 Soldiers, commanded by the Mar- 
queſs de Yauqueres, Son to the Prince de la CifFerne ; there 
were beſides 50 Dragoons that were not deſigned for the 
Place, but only to Convoy the Count de Bernez, he having 
order to retreat after he had thrown the Succours into the 
Place; but beſides the difficulty of his retreat this Mareſclal 
de Camp did not think fit to leave a Place that was inveſted 
und going to be beſieged. Cz June 
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Fane the 16th,, The Garriſen pot jag paid, the Governor, 
_ who has behaved himſelf very prudently during the Siege, 
and who has always done more than he promiſed, found 
ſome means to pay them; and having afterward taken a 
full review of all the Garriſon, it was found that we had 
only loſt fourteen Soldiers, one Serjeant, and a, Yaler-de- 
' Chambre to the Lievtenant-Colonel of the Regiment of 
Saluſſes. 

The Governor ſent a Tambour into the Enemies Camp to 
challenge the two laſt; but he was anſwered that they had 
not heard of them. 

The ſame day the Guards of the Poſts were changed. The 
Refugees remain d upon the Poſt of the Cirtadel, the Bai ion 
of St. Anne, St. James, at the Gate of the Succours, and of 
Niſe, at the dead Angle, and at the Rivas, and poſſeſs d 
themſelves beſides of the Baſtion de Carail; the Regiment 
of Saluſſes poilels'd themſelves of the Half Moon of Rokere, 
that was in very good order and lined with Stone, they had 
alſo the Guard of the Gate of Niſſe, till to the Ba#tion of 
L'orme ; Saxe-Cobarg was poſted in the Covert-way from 
the Place of Arms to the Counterguard of the Half- Moon 
Balbiane, that is only made of Earth and in a bad condition, 
they had alſo one part of the Guard of the Baſtiov de Ca- 
rail and Notre-Dame; the Italians were partly put upon the 
Baſtion de Þ Hoſpital and St. Francois, and partly upon the 
Counterſcarp that regards the River Sture; the new- raiſed 
Companies guarded /a Pierre and the Exvirons ; the Half- 
Baft ion de L'orme was guarded by the Burghers ; and the 

Surplus with the Militia were poſted in the Main Place, 
in caſe of an Allarm or Attack: The Governor remained upon 
the Place of Arms, with the Body of Reſerve, in order to 
ſend ſome Succours to the Attac Poſts; the Counts de 
Proxane and Vibau had alſo their Poſts aſſign'd them; the 
Conant de Bernez and the Marqueſs de Vaugueres were near 
the Hal- aon Rowere ; and the Lievtenant-Colonel de Ju- 
lien was with his Battalion. Theſe Commanders viſited the

the Germans wert poſted in the Citradel, and ſome other 
places of the City. The Refugees being well _ pleaſed 
with their new - Poſt, remained there during the. whole 
Stege. 
At Night we were always upon our Guards expecting the 
Enemy would open their 7rexches. 7 

June the 18th. The  Exemy receiv'd another , re- inforce» 
ment, and about 2 a Clock. rhe next Morning they opened 
the Trenches, near an autient Wall that runs along a Co- 
tin, oppoſite to the Baſtions of Notre-Dame and Carail, a- 
bout 300 Foot from the Pa#iſadoes, and the Half-Moou 
Balbiane, which they advanced ſtrait to the Cao, about 
350 Foot in length, they met in one place with ſo hard a 
ground, that we heard it was like to have made them mad: 
So ſoon as we perceiv'd it, our Men fired furiouſly upon 
them from the Out-works, during the remainder 7of the 
Night. Our Gunner diſcharged unadvertently a Cannon 
from the Baſtion de Carail that kill'd four of the Refugees 
and two of their Officers that were | poſted at the Counters 
guard, guarded by their Company of Granadeers, with 60 
other Soldiers. * 

The fame Night twenty Men made a Sa to retard 
the Works of the Enemy, and they came back with» 
out loſs, except that of a Serjeant of the Refugees, who 
was kill'd by a. Muſquet-ſhot from the Baſtion, of Notrer 
Dame.

Jave The eoth. By break of Day play d continually 
upon us with ſix pieces of Cannon, and continued to chrow 
their Bombs into the City, during the whole Dey ; but the 
little harm they did us gave a freſh — 17 the Inha- 
bitants. Several of the French Refagees, that never ſeen 
this ſort of Engines, were preſently uſed to it, and did not 
mind them at all, alth6 their were the moſt viſited 
by them. 

The Enemy did not at all endeavour to make a breach 
with his Cannon, of which fore were 24, others 36 Poun- 
ders; but they always ſhot at random, ſometimes toward 
A „ ſometimes amongſt the Houſes, ſometimes to- 
wards the Bafin of Carail, where we annoyd them very 
much with two pieces of Cannon, and ſometimes towards 
the Baſtion of Notre-Dame , where we had alfo planted 
fome Canons. Some young Men that found ſome Bul- 
ler in the Ditches and the Streets carried them to the Go- 
 werwor, who at firft gave them a French Livre, and after- 
wards fifteen pence a piece; but the number of them in- 
creaſing very. mach, he gave them at laſt but five pence a 


piece. 
This day was fpent in working on both ſides. The Ene- 
my took Poſt at a $i/t-M5/, ſnuated upon the River Stare, 
trom whence they fired furiouſly upon thoſe that guarded 

the Countuergard de Carail, 
During 
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During Night two Houſes were burn d, either by the neg- 

ligercy 7 25 particular Perſons, or the Bombs of t 
Enemy. This Fire Allarmd ſomew hat the Intabitants; 
but they were appeaſed by the Governors order to remove 
all Wood, and other combuſtible things from the top of the 
Houſes. 

A little Say was made, but without any effect. Our 
Muſqueteers in the Out-works continued their Firing, as 
uſually, to hinder the approaches of the Enemy, who fur- 
— the whole Front from the Counterguard de Carail 
till to the point of the Baſtion of Notre-Dame, which com- 
prehended exactly rhe Poſts thar were guarded by the Re- 

ces, | 
ty the 21ſt. The whole day was fpent in Firing on 
both fides., but the Enemy had the advantage of the 
Bombs. | | 

At night the Connſet of War did aſſemble, where all the 

* Officers that were d to be there were preſent, ex- 
cept Monfienr de Julien, It was there repreſented by the 
* Engineer Guibert, That beſides that our Troops were extreme- 
ly Harras d, it was impoſſible to maintain the Covert-way with 
fo few Forces, it being in a bad poſture, aud every where ſur- 
rounded by the Enemies Works. That by endeavouring to 
maintain it, we wonld run the hazard to lofe all the Men that 
guarded: ir; eſpecially the French Refugees, who had bebav/d 
themſe lues ſo conrageouſly, and who were exattly poſted to- 
werds the Attack and the Approaches of the Enemy, who un- 
doubtedly would in: great numbers fall upon them, in order 
to prffefs themſelves of the Covertwway and the Hulf- Moon, 
which they knew to. I almoſt in no poſture of defence, That 
therefore it would be more pradent to keep only the Sallying 
places of Arms, and to on all the — ; eſpecially, when 
according to the Projeft that was. made, a Body of Men 
ould be t ito the Flalf-moons' and the Conntergaard of 
carall. "This advice ſeem d to be very rational, and the 
Counſel having refolv'd upon't accordingly, the Evgineer 
-- wear” 
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went towards Night into the Covert- way, to inform the Cen- 
wander of the Kefugees of it, (who did not ſtir from that 
place night. and day;) he acquainted him with what be had 
propoſed to the Counſel, and that they all had given him 
their conſent, to which Monſieur de Julien anſwered, That 
it was a very wiſe and recomnc:4.1ble reſolution , but ffuce it 
only aim ¶ at the preſervation of our Men, if they would be- 
lie ve him, he did not think fit to abandon a place without 
blows, which he had guarded with ſo much care from the be- 
gimning of the Siege; and fince we were in expettation the Eue- 
my would paſſeſs themſelves of it with their Swords in their 
Hands, he would maintain it as long as it was poſſible with- 
out expoſing his Men to be cut in pieces: That be would con- 
trive the matter in ſuch a manner, that advice ſbould be given 
him in what condition each of his Poſts were during the # ory 
and that as ſoon he would find one in a condition to be forced, he 
would ſave the reſt of the Men in the beſt manner he ſbould be 
capable of. To which the Engineer replyed: Sir, you have 
reaſon not to be para, to abandon a part of your Poſts which, 
your Men have guarded till now; but yon will certainly le- 
forced to t: Nevertheleſs, I am going to inform the Regiment 
of Saluſſes of your deſign, and that conſequently they are to 
guard their Out-works as well as you do. 
At night the Muſqueteers continued their Firing, and an 
hour bebe day-break a detachment of Dragoons. made a falſe 
Attack at the Counterguard de Carail; whereupon a de- 
tachment was ſent thither by the Commendant, de Prouane 
but afterwards he found it to be only a falſe Attack. | 
June the 22d. By break of ay the Enemy made the trac 
Attack, after a Signal given eight Bombs and three 
Cannons : They attack d one of the moſt advanced places 


guarded by the Refugees, who behaved themſelves with fo 
much bravery, and made fo vigorous an oppoſition, as could 
hardly be expected from ſuch a handful of Men, againſt 500 
Granadeers, 500, Fufileers; and 200 Dragoons, ſeconded by 
two Regiments of Foot ; bu 
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t whereas they were a little too 
eager 
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eager in ſome places, we had great paines to fave thoſe that 
were not killed in the Attack. 

We ought here to render Juſtice to our Enemy, and confeſs 
that they behaved themſelves very well, ſince they made 


. themſelves Maſters of our Outworks with their Swords in their 


Hands, forced a way to the Half-moon in three places, and 
mingled themſelves amongſt our Men into the Dizch of the 
place, with an extraordinary Courage and Boldneſs. One of 
their Colonels was killed near the Gate of the Sugcours ; and 
indeed he was not the only Man of their Officers that were 
left behind in the Ditch. The Refugees having put ſome 
of their Men into the Court ine of the Baſtion de Carail and 
Notre-Dame, fired fo furiouſly upon the Exemyy who was al- 
ready much weakned, that it was impoſlible for them to 
maintain themſelves in the Half. moon, nay to lodge them- 
ſelves in the Counterſcarp; and they confeſſed themſelves 
that it had been too hot to remain there. Their Dragoons, 
who had loſt their Officers, were the firſt that run away; 
and we ought nof to be ſurpriz d, that all the reſt followed 
them in great diſorder ; ſince we continued to Fire upon them 
from the Counterguard of the Baſtions de Carail and Notre» 
Dame, and being aſſiſted by. thoſe of the Covrtine, left the 
Enemy no time to lodge themſelves, except they had been 
willing to loſe their whole Army, which at that time con» 
ſiſted of twelve Regiments of Foot, two of Horſe, and tuo 


of Dragoons. 8 
The Regiment of Saluſſes annoy d the Enemy very much 
with the from their Poſts, that were not attacked by 


the Enemy, the Cannon of the Baſtion of Notre-Dame broke 
twice their Squadron of Horſe, and this attack laſted an hour 
and a half. r loſs conſiſted for the greateſt part of French 
Refugees, and of 7 or 8 Germans; three Captains were kill d 
upon the ſpot, beſides one who dyed afterwards of his wounds, 
one Enſign, one Sergeant, and 30 Common Soldiers. Of 
the number of the wounded were the Lieutenant Colonel, 
who was wounded in his Hand, one Captain, one Enſign, 
D 


two , © 
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two Sergeants, and 55 Soldiers. It would be to no purpoſe to 
ſay with ſeveral others, that the Refugees regain d the Half. 
Moon with their Swords in their Hands, ſince the Enemy will 
certainly deny ir, becauſe they retreated without being pur- 
ſued, and were only forced to leave their Poſt, by the great 
Fire that was made upon them from our Baſtions. Lieutenant 
Colonel de Julien, who wasthe Man in the World that prais'd 
moſt this bold Action of theirs, anſwered to thoſe that com- 

mented him for having regained this Ozrwork, and driven 
the Enemy out of the Hallen with the Sword in his 
Hand, —1 planted the Standard of England upon one point 
of the Half-moon, (the latter of which he really did,) Genr/e- 
men, If you ha ſeen the whole courſe of this Attion, you would 
vor * me with ſuch complements ; for if I have forced the 
Enemy to abandon all our Outworks, it was. by reaſon of the 
great Fire I ordered to be made by our Men, afterfwhich, "tis 
true, that I went out and conducted them into the Half-moon, 
but I found no Enemy there, no more than in the Covert» 
way and upon the Counterguard : Confirming by this Anſwer 
of 1 his, that it is very Natural to Men of a Noble and Gene- 
rous Mind, to render Juſtice to all the World, and by no 
means to accept of praiſes they have not deſerved, neither ro 
hear thoſe but with uneaſineſs which they have bought with 
the very hazard of their Lives. | 

The loſs of the Enemy was far more conſiderable than we 
at firſt imagined, we talk d then only of 5 or 6 Hundred of 
their Men kilf'd , but afterwards we were informed by the 
Deſerters, as well as the Priſoners of Har, (amongſt which 
there were ſeveral conſiderable Officers,) that in this Action 
a thouſand of their Soldiers had been kill'd, the Flower of 
their Troops, with about ſeventy Offcers kill d or wounded, 
and amongſt them ſeveral that were in great eſteem in their 
Army, we have fix of them wounded in our place. The reſt 
of the day we had no diſturbance at all given us, the Enemy 
being almoſt affraid to ſhow their Faces; they only plaid with 

their Cannon, and threw ſome Bombs Stones into the 
City. We 
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We buried our Dead, and thoſe of the Fneny that were Y 


found in our O«rworks : Some freſh Men were put into the 
Covert-way, and we contented our ſelves to guard the Place: 
of Arms, upon each of which there were ten Soldiers 
with one Sergeant. | 

The Enemy did not at all deſire leave to carry away their 
Dead, nor did they enquire after a Co/one/ of theirs, and ſeve- 
ral other Offcers of Note, that were left behind upon the 
place, and indeed we faw ſeveral of them that lay upon 
the Counterſcarpe lifting up their Heads, as if they begg'd 
their Friends aſſiſtance, which yet was not granted them 
till at Night. 

The Enemy had advanced their 7renches within 20 or 25 
yards of the Palliſadoes, and it was from thence they endea- 
voured, without puſhing more forward, to poſleſs themſelves 
of our Outworks. 

At Night they endeavoured to draw near to the place of ' 
Arms, near the covered way, but were hindred by the conti- 
nual firing of our Muſqueteers ; the Enemy threw ſome Bombs 
and Stones into thę place, and the former being all ſpent, they 
ſent for more from Carmagvole. , 

June the 23d. The Enemy continued their ge but 
very ſlowly, and we faw plainly, that they had no mind to 
loſe more of their Men. , , 

Ar-Night they advanced their Batteries, and we repaired 
the Breaches their Cannon had made into the Courtine; we 
raiſed alſo a Traverſe upon the Baſtion of Carail, to cover 
the Houſes on that fide from the Cannon of the —_— 

were 


on Muſqueteers and Gunners fired as 
to do. 

June the 24th. Early in the Morning the Enemy began 
to play from their new Battery, and were for ſome Hours 
taken up to ruine that part of the Courtine that defends the 
right ſide of the Half moon, and the Ditch near it. They 
threw a power of Stones, but few Bombs, into our place, ex- 
pecting without doubt thoſe hey WS for from c 
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. They made alſo frequene diſcha 
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of their Cannon 


charged with Stones; and during this > and the follow» 
ing night they advanced their Out works ſome Foot, but al- 
ways very ſlowly, by reaſon of the continual Firing of our 
Men. | 
Our Troops having ſaffered great Fatigues, and bein 

much weakned by the loſs of many Men, and ſeveral Of. 
cers and Soldiers wounded, ſome of them being kill'd every 
day, the Council of War, having all things well examined and 
conſidered, the poor condition of the Half. moon, reſolved not 
to detend it any longer, but negligently, ordering him that 
was to command in this Outwork, to take great care not 
to be cut off there, and in caſe of an Attack, after two or 
three diſcharges to withdraw with his Men into the Body of 
the Place, to put them into the Courtine, and to Fire from 
thence upon the Half-Moon, that it might coſt the Enemy 
very dear to be /odged there, which was the beſt thing we 
could do, conſidering the State of our Affairs, the Counter- 
guard being a very hot Poſt, and eaſie to be taken from be- 
hind, was. always left to the Guard of 120 Refugees, and 
for a Guard of the Halſemoon, and of all the Places of Arms, 
which till that day the Refugees had been truſted with, there 
' was eſtabliſhed à Body of Men, drawn proportionably out 
olf all our Troops; inſamuch that at Night theſe 200 men 
were diſperſed in the Half-moon, the Places of Arms, and the 
Gate of Succours , under the Command of Lievtenant Colonel 
de Julien, who was reliev'd the next day towards Night by 
the Lieutenant Colonel of the Regiment of Salufſes, and an 
equal number if Soldiers. And indeed it was very juſt that 
ſince the Enemy made but one Attack, a detachment of all 
the Bodies ſhould be oppoſed them, without ſuffering that 
the Refugees ſhould be alone ſacrificed, and that the reſt 
ſhould remain in ſuch places that were not at all inſulted ; 
yet their Commander would not willingly have conſented to 
this change, in caſe the Council of War had not before re- 


; foly'd.to defend but weakly rhe Half-moor, and to abandon 
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to the Enemy when they ſhould come near it, in order 
to ſave our Men that were neceſſary to defend the Body of 
the place, till his-Royal Higlineſs ſhould be in a condition to 
raiſe the Siege. 

At Night the Ex-my advanced their Works within eight 
Foot of the Paftiſadoees, they threw a great quantity of 
Bombs into the place, and our men fired briskly upon 
them, 

June the 25th. This Day was ſpent in furiouſly firing 
from both ſides; at Night the Sieur Fichet, Lieutenant Co- 
lonel of the Regiment of Salaſſes, a brave and Gallant 
man, and an experienc'd Officer, relievd the Commander 
of the Refugees, who took Poſt that Night upon the Conrtine, 
where the reſt of his Battalion was. The fame Night the 
Enemy lodged themſelves upon the Counterſcarp, notwith- 
ſtanding our Firing, and the Work they made was near. the 
Sallying Angle of the Half-moon. 

Jane the 26th. It was. reſolv'd early in the morning to 
make a Mine, in order to diſlodge the Enemy, and the En- 
gineer Guibert had the dire tion ot it; whereupon they went 
immediately to work about it, but ſomewhat ſlowly ; the day 
was ſpent in Firing on both ſides. | 

At Night the Commander of the Refugees. reliev d the 
Lieutenant Colonel of the Regiment of Salaſſes. It was re- 
ſolved to leave only ſome Sentrys upon the Places of 
Arms, to leſſen alſo the Number of the Guard of the Counter- 
ſcarp, of the Half-moon and the Outworks, and it was ordered 
in this manner: Into the Countergaard were put twenty 
Refugees under the Command of a Lievtenant and a Ser- 
'geant, with order to be always upon their Guard, partly not 
to be ſurprized, and partly not to- be cut off, and. ro make a 
great Fire during Night; into the Ha/f-moon there were only 
put 50 men to Fire all night long, and 50 more were poſted 
into the Dirch before the Half moon, having the Gate of Suc- 
cours behind them, and theſe fiſty ſhould every hour re-

lieve the fifty of the Half moon; and in caſe. of an an_ 
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| they had orders, after two or three diſcharges, to withdraw 
through the Gate of Succours into the Courtine, from whence 
a prodigious Fire was to be made at the firſt Signal that the 
Half-moon was abandon'd, and after theſe 50 men ſhould be 
-entred by the aſſiſtance of the Fifty that ſhould be in 
order of Battle in the Dich; the latter _ retreat alſo, 
and ſhould be followed by twenty Soldiers that were placed 
on the Right and the Left of the ſaid Ditch, near a little re- 
trenchment. The ſurplus of the 200 men deſigu d for the 
Guard of theſe Outworks, with a hundred that were drawn 
out of the Countergaard, were poſted twenty of them near 
the Gate of Succours, under the Command of a Captain, and 
the reſt upon the Courtixe in the Face and Left-Flanck of the 
Baſtion of Carail, where the ſurplus of the Reſugees were 
poſted, except 60 that were put to the Left of the Baſtion of 
St.*Prancis and de I Hoſpital, who were by turns relieved 
by the Regiment of Saluſſes. 

During this Night the Exemy lodged themſelves upon an 
Angle of the Counterſcarp, at the point of the Baſtion of Notre- 
Dame, we fired furiouſly upon them, eſpecially the Regiment 
of Saluſſes, who had their Poſt from this Baſtion) till to that 
of Orme with all the Outworks. 

The Enemy ſpared this Night neither Bombs nor Stones, 
and the Latter were very troubleſome to our men. By break 
of day we ſaw plainly their L»dgment, on which they were 
ſtill at work, and it was ſcarce big enough to cover them by 
nine a Clock in the Morning. We detach'd ten Granadeers 
of the Refugees, under the Command of one of their Captains, 
to flip through the Palliſadoes of the Covert-way, and to throw 
Fireballs into their Lodgment, which was not only punctually 
executed by the faid Captain, but he did much more; for 
aſter he had ordered three or four Fireballs to be thrown into 
the faid Zodgment, he paſt over the Palliſadoes and leapt into 
their Lodgment, crying kill, kill; whereupon all the Work- 
men ran away with an incredible haſte, and there was not one 


Soul left behind them, neither in the Work nor the Lines of 
Commu- 
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Communication; and if our Officer had been provided with 

Workmen, he might have entirely ruined their Work; but 
having no other orders than to make an attempt he retreated. 
Afterwards the Counts de Rernez and de Rouere, having dif- 
courſed with moſt of the Principal Officers about this Laag- 
ment, which ſhew'd plainly that the Enemy had a deſign to 
inſult the Baft ion Notre-Dame, it was reſolved that one hun- 
dred Fufileers and 60 Workmen ſhould make a Sally to de- 
ſtroy their Work; 50 Fufileers of the Refugees, with ſome 
Officers proportionably, were appointed for it, being ſuſtain d 
by an equal number of the Regiment of Saluſſes. h de- 
tachments were ready: yet Ido not know why their Say was 
put off for four hours; during which time the Enemy 
worked with great application; at laſt the Sally was made 
under the Command of a Captain of the Refugees, and the 

had admirable Succeſs ; the Work was entirely clear'd, and al- 
molt all rhe Lines ; and if they had not had Orders not to 
engage themſelves tos far, the Enemy would certainly have 
had but an ill time on't, conſidering the condition of their 
Affairs: But if they drive the Enemy out of the Lodgment 
and the Line of Communication, they did not execute the reſt, 
and whether it be for the great Fire the Enemy made, or for 
ſome other reaſon, the Workmen flipt all away, and we were 
above an hour in poſſeſſion of the Enemies Works, without 
hearing of any of our Workmen in order to deſtroy them. 
The Enemy did as we had done in the Haif-moon, they re- 
turned thither as ſoon as our men had order to retreat; and 
Mdeed the Honour of this Action coſt us very dear, ſince the 
French Proteftants had there two of their Captains, two Lieu- 
tenants, and two Enſigns wounded, and eight Soldiers killed, 
and fifteen wounded: Thoſe of the Regiment of Saluſfes loſt 
two brave and valiant Captains, viz. him that commanded 
the detachment, and another who was Adjutant, and who 
turn d that way, either to carry ſome Orders, or only out of 
curioſity. We were informed, that the Enemy was extream- 


ly ſurprized at this Sally, they thought it a very bold _ 
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but in vain. Some Squadrons of the Enemies 
Hlorſe, that had a mind to be ſeen, were welcomed by our 
Cannon, and ſent briskly back behind their Courtains. We 
fired very furiouſly towards the Enemies Trenches from all 
our Poſts that look towards them, and ſome of their Deſerters 
told us that more than three hundred men of theirs had been 
kill'd and wounded there. We had this day the welcome 
Neu's af great Succours that was coming towards us. 

At Night the Lieutenant Colonel of Saluſſet reliev'd the 
Lieutenant Colonel de Falien ; and whereas a wounded Licu- 
tenant, that was made Priſoner in the Saly of the Morning, 
gave us notice, that the Enemy made a Mine to blow up 
the Half-moon, and that it* was to be executed this very 
Night, we employed our utmoſt endeavours to bring our 
Mine to a perſection, to be before-hand with the Enemy; 
but it could not be done that Night. It was reſolved not 
to leave in the Half moon but ſome Centries, and ten Sol- 
diers upon every #/anck, and to let all the reſt March into 
the place upon the Courtiue and the Bat ions, which was 
execured during Night. | 
The Enemy threw a great number of Bombs and Stones 
into the place; but before Day-break they took the pains 
to decamp, without either Drum or Trumpet, leaving us 
as a ſign of their retreat one of their Canons upon their Bat- 
tery, which without doubt, for want of Horſes, vhey could 
not carry along with them: Neither had they a mind to 
charge themſelves with a great quantity of BuZets and Fire- 
tails, and a little Powder which they left alſo behind them, 
in order to ſerve this Place, whenever they ſhall be pleaſed 
to come again to beſiege it. 

Truly it was a very ſtrange retreat; and if we may believe 


thoſe that have ſeen ig, their Troops were in the greateſt 
diſordet in the World. They left 70 Soldiers and four or five 


Officers "wounded behind them, of which number is the Eu-

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June the 28th. By break of Day we received our Delives - 7
